STOLEN GRIP FOUND. 


MADISON, Wis., June 13.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Dairy and Food Commission­ 
er J. Q. Emery of Wisconsin takes 
issue with the new commissioner of 
agriculture of New York, who has 
signalized his taking control by prac­ 
tically abandoning the 
tuberculin 
test for bovine tuberculosis. For this, 
except in extreme cases, the New 
York man will substitute physical 
examination for all suspected animals 
and segregation. 
‘‘Wisconsin is doing all that it can 
to rid the state of tuberculosis by 
the best known method in the scien­ 
tific world, the tuberculin test,” said 
Mr. Emery. 
‘This method has prov­ 
en practicable and if the people of 
New York w'ant to drink milk from 
tuberculosis cattle and eat the meat 
of tuberculosis cows they can. Wis­ 
consin will not. 
Try to Kill the Plague. 
T his state is spending money to 
kill the plague and the test is the 
best method to detect the disease, 
which in many cases is not always 
apparent from a physical examina­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Emery thinks that the test 
has no bad effect upon cattle that are 
not contaminated, despite the view's 
of the New York man. 
In some 
quarters, according to the New- York 
commissioner, there is a growing an­ 
tagonism to the use of the test. 
It is 
claimed that it makes well cows 
sick for two or three weeks, during 
which tim e their milk is not fit for 
use and in some 
cases 
dairymen 
claim that it permanently weakens 
some animals. 
Views of New York Paper. 
A New* York paper commenting on 
the m atter 
says: 
“ Massachusetts 


m others’ milk only after it has been 
cooked and then cooled. 
“The segregated animals are given i 
special treatm ent, with careful sani- I 
tation in their surroundings. 
They j 
have light and well ventilated s ta -1 
hies, abundant fresh air and regular j 
exercise, with clean, wholesome food. 
This is said to result in cures and to 
gradually eradicate the disease with­ 
out the tremendous loss occasioned 
by the old plan of using tuberculin 
and killing all animals that do not 
show a clean bill. 
This experiment 
wiil greatly interest all dairymen. If 
the cows can be saved and at the 
same time tuberculosis eradicated, 
it will be a great gain, but there 
will be many Missourians w'hile New 
York is proving if this Is possible.”

LINCOLN’S FACE 
WAS HIS FORTUNE 


THAT’S WHAT THE GREAT PRES­ 
IDENT THOUGHT 


INCIDENT OF HIS NOMINATION 


Old Abe Came to Town and Was En­ 


joying Chicago Crowds When His 


Manager Hustled Him Away 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 13.— 
Senator Teller of Colorado the other 
day told a Lincoln tsory which he 
said had never been printed, and 
which in many ways is unique in its 
interest. Noe of the students of Lin- 
coliana about W ashington 
remem­ 
bered the story, and the fact th at 
it could have escaped publication all 
these years is regarded as rem ark­ 
able. 
Henry M. Teller was a young 
man in the 
year 
1860—the year 
when Lincoln was nominated first 
for president. 
He lived in Illinois, 
and was not only an ardent republi­ 
can but also an enthusiastic, aboli­ 
tionist. 
Already he was a politician, 
and he had been drawn by their 
like interests, into rather close rela­ 
tion with Lincoln. 
Teller was one of the men who 
early recognized in Lincoln a pres­ 
idential possibility. 
So when the 
presidential campaign came on, this 
young man was selected to go up to 
Chicago and assist in the business of 
receiving delegates, talking Lincoln 
to them, and generally managing the 
game. 
Teller’s old friends— there are not 
many of them living whose memor­ 
ies go back to th at day. but John A. 
Kasson of Iowa, who is still living 
in W ashington, is one of them , and 
was a delegate in th at convention of 
I 860— these 
old 
friends say that 
Teller was very clever in handling 
his end of the game. 
They credit 
him with great success in the manipu­ 
lation of the rural delegate, who in 
those days came to the convention 
city with rather less definite infor­ 
mation and conviction than he brings 
in these times, because means of in­ 
formation was not so good. 
Anyhow, young Teller got on hand­ 
somely. the prospect for Lincoln be­ 
gan to look better to him. The west- 
tions were struggling for control. The 
date of the convention came on, and 
the crowds began to gather for what 
it was instinctively- realized would 
be a historic convention. 
There was a seething and throb­ 
bing excitement about It all. The fac­ 
tions were sturggling for control. The 
candidates, of course, were all decor­ 
ously keeping away from the con­ 
vention city. 
It would be exceeding 
bad form for one of them to appear 
near the convention. 
W hat was the consternation, then, 
In the Lincoln camp, when it was re­ 
ported one afternoon th a t “Old Abe” 
had been seen in town; th at he was 
lofing round, unknown to mny of 
the visitors, but calling on his Chi­ 
cago friends— he knew nearly every­ 
body in town then—and swapping 
stories about everything except the 
presidency. 
Lincoln m ust be hustled out of 
town.

The name 
is supposed to have been attached to 
him In connection with a certain din­

the displeasure of sundry prohibition­ 
ists. 
But there is a nebulous uncer­ 
tainty whether the cognomen was 
bestowed by a comic paper, 
or by 
some “ fool friend” who, wrhile adm it­ 
ting th at cocktails were served for 
those who wanted them found it nec­ 
essary to assert that Fairbanks did 
not partake but contented himself 
with a glass of that product cf the 
cow from which th e substance has 
been churned out. 
W hether Fairbanks did or did not 
absorb a cocktail on that historic 
occasion, it is quite certain th at he 
did not partake of buttermilk. 
As 
for the “ icewater” designtion the re­ 
futation is equally complete except 
th at the vice president personally ad­ 
mits that he has used that beverage 
sometimes since he was a boy. 
But 
the changes have been rung on it un ­ 
til one would really think that to ap- 
pjroach Fairbanks aws almost equally 
as perilous as to run foul of a giant 
iceberg at sea. 
It is only outside of 
his own state that he is regarded as 
“ icy” and then only by people who 
don’t know him. 
There may be little of the magnetic 
about him, but when a man has been 
able to bind to himself the state or­ 
ganization of his party three times 
in behalf of his candidacy for 
the 
United States senate— which was suc­ 
cessful by unanimous vote the first 
time that his party was in he ma­ 
jority; when he has been able to turn 
his state from being strongly demo­ 
cratic to being even more strongly 
republican, when he 
has 
had the 
courage^ to resist the demand for free 


e _ capacity to carry his 


cure the support of his entire state 
for his presidential ambitions— there 
is surely something about the man 
th at is attractive and not repellant, 
and that shows th at warm blood runs 
in his veins, and not ice water. 
As a m atter of fact, he is a cordial 
gentleman,, warm-hearted and 
of 
generous impulses. 
It is the’ fault of 
his m anner rath er than of his heart 
if people receive the impression that 
he is cold, for those who know him 
best say he is the reverse of that. 
There is one appellation frequent­ 
ly applied to Fairbanks which he pos­ 
sibly wishes might be true. 
He is 
generally referred to as a millionaire. 
He says it is doubtful whether he is 
really worth 
$500,000. 
However 
much it is, he made every cent of his 
fortune himself. 
Fairbanks is a self 
made man. 
F irst seeing the light in a log cab­ 
in on a farm near Unionville Centre, 
Ohio, in course of time he went to 
the Ohio W esleyan university a t Del­ 
aware, O. There he went halves with 
a 
fellow-student, 
shared his room, 
helped to do the cooking, and added 
to their limited resources by doing a 
little carpentering and roofing out of 
school hours. 
He was rather an un­ 
gainly object in those days. 
He was 
six feet tall and very thin, freckled, 
and with tousled black hair. 
Now­ 
adays, with his methodical mind and 
frugal inclinations, there Is a place 
for every hair and he carefully brush­ 
es it up over the bald spot and down 
on the other side. 
In those bashful days 
of 
early 
youth he made good. 
After gradua­ 
tion he became a reporter in Pitts­ 
burg and later in Chicago. 
At the 
same time he studied law assiduous­ 
ly and took one term in a Cleveland, 
O., law school and was admitted to 
the bar of the supreme court of that 
state. 
Shortly thereafter he married 
Miss Cornelia Cole, of Marysville, O. 
They had been co-editors of their col­ 
lege paper at Delaware. 
He hung out his law shingle in In­ 
dianapolis in 1874, and for the next 
23 years, until he was elected to the 
senate, he devoted hiB whole tim e to 
his practice and to politics. 
A strong party man, he took 
a 
great interest in 
the 
republican 
cause and an active part in 
every 
campaign in the state. 
He was 
a 
strong political and personal friend 
of the late W alter Q. Gresham and at 
the Chicago convention of 1888 he 
took charge of his candidacy for the 
presidential nomination. 
It was 
a 
great source of regret to Fairbanks 
th at Gresham later changed his poli­ 
tics and became a democrat. 
In preparation for the campaign 
of 1896 Fairbanks identified himself 
with the m ovem ent.for the nomina­ 
tion of McKinley, his dersonal friend, 
and was largely inf 


•recognition of his effective work, 
chosen by McKinley to be the tem ­ 
porary chairman of the national con­ 
vention at St. Louis and in th at capa­ 
city he made the keynote speech of 
the campaign which turned out to be 
one of the most im portant in its ef­ 
fects upon the country’s industrial 
and financial conditions in the hist­ 
ory of the American people. 
The same election which carried 
McKinley to the W hite house resulted 
in the choice of a republican legisla­ 
ture in Indiana and in sending F air­ 
banks to the United States senate. 
Fairbanks never took 
a prominent 
part in th e debates on the floor of 
the senate. 
He made a num ber of 
im portant speches hut they were al­ 
ways carefully prepared beforehand 
and read to the senate. 
Because of 
his close friendship with McKinley he 
was regarded 
as 
something of 
a 
W hite house oracle and his rem arks 
were always received with close at­ 
tention. 
During the troubled times 
just 
before the 
outbreak of 
the 
Spanish war he was in daily consulta­ 
tion with the president and supported 
him in all of his policies. 
Fairbanks enjoys a good story even 
if it is on himself. 
He tells one of a 
time when he, with Governor Gear, 
of Iowa, was 
campaigning 
in that 
state, and met 
Joe 
Blackburn, of 
Kentucky, who was speaking on the 
other side. 
“After the m eeting,” 
says 
F air­ 
banks, “ Blackburn met us and pro­ 
posed that we should step into a con­ 
venient place and get a drink. 
I wag 
very tired with my effort and the sug­ 
gestion struck me most favorably. 
“ ‘W hat will you have, governor?” 
asked Blackburn. 
“ Governor Gear was thoughtful for 
a moment and then replied 
‘I think 
I ’ll have a glass of mineral water.* 
“ ‘Fairbanks, w hat do you want?* 
asked Blackburn. 
“ ‘I should like a glass of m ilk / I 
replied. 
“The waiter stepped back and look­ 
ed inquiringly at Blackburn, whose 
face wore a very peculiar expression. 
“ ‘Oh,’ he rem arked with extreme 
disgust, ‘bring me a piece of pie.’ ” 
This, possibly, may be the origin 
of the “ B utterm ilk” nickname.
